Le That I saw the Minister of Militia, General Gwatkin and 
another member of the Military Council yesterday in Ottawa. I 
explained to them that we had received Col. Lang's letter of the 
7th instant, that the feeling of the Board of Governors was that 
they would most gladly afford any accommodation which was possible 
for the purposes mentioned in the letter, provided it is really a 
military necessity. 
_ Be Col. Logie will be requested to visit Ottawa to see the Minister 
of Militia in order that he may have the facts before him and may be 
able to inform the University as to whether in his opinion an actual 
military necessity has arisen. 

I explained to them the details in the Bursar's letter of 
the lith instant and generally made them understand that for the use 
of the University buildings or facilities for their work the University 


would simply be required to be recouped to the extent of its loss by 


the said use of the buildings.
